Ernest Poole writes an interesting 
article about Louis D. Brandeis in The 
American Magazine, in 
which he presents a remarkable record 
of unselfish work done in the publeo 
interest. It is fascinating and ex- 
céeding!y interesting form of philan- 
thropy that Brandeis is engaged. He 
is a lawyer who has earned $100,000 or 
$200,000 a year in his profession anda 
could earn that much or more, but yer 
he prefers to give a very large part 
of his time to these great cases which 
he thinks will go against the public 
interest unless a tremendous and able 
fight is made against them. He ana 
his wife have organized their lives so 
that they live simply and very econom- 
ically. They spend only a small part 
of what Mr. Brandeis could earn.

He had lived 
in the humblest home on a farm; had 
visited New Orleans on a flatboat; had 
conducted a country store and édu- 
cated himself; he had studied law and 
practiced it; had been in the legisla- 
ture; had been once in congress: and 
had lived all the time the life of the 
plain people.

had been defeated for the senate, which 
was the immediate prize of the con- 
test; and then, without any executive 
or administrative experience, was 
thrust into an office requiring in the 
successful discharge of its duties the 
highest ability in selecting subordi- 
antes, the keenest political sense in 
order to secure unity of support in the 
loyal states, a familiarity with mill- 
tary strategy, and with the organiza- 
tion of military resources and a 
patience of long suffering, kindness 
that has no superior that [— know of 
save in the life of Jesus of Nazareth.

“Lineoln's intellectual honesty’ and 
his great sympathetic, human heart 
were his tWo great and highest at- 
tributes, because from them flowed all 
his other qualities. From boyhood he 
had trained his reasoning faculty;

plicity of style ahd direct statement, 
No one could be severer with another 
than he was with ‘himself in reason- 
ing to a conclusion.

lowa Senator Talks ofthe 


Canadian Agreement. 


He Will Support the Pact, But 
He Doesn’t Think There Are 
Enough Articles on the Free 
List---Has Fought for Reci- 


procity for Years. 


New York, February § 11.—Senator 
A. B. Cummins, of Iowa, spoke in ad- 
vocacy of the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement before the Union League 
Club in Brooklyn tonight. Comment- 
ing upon the fact that some curiosity 
had been expressed as to what his 
position would be upon the proposed 
errangement, the senator said it 
seemed strange to him that after hav- 
ing advocated Canadian reciprocity. in 
every part of the country for ten years, 
when most of its present advocates 
were denouncing it, that his attitude 
' gshouid be in doubt. 

“I went down in defeat for it more 
than once,” - Mr. Cummins, “and I 
think I had tHe same courage of con- 
vViction now that I had then. 

Not Free Enough. 
reciprocity with Canada, 
for every trade arrange- 
ment that may be proposed under the 
name of reciprocity, just as I was for 
the system of protection in 1909, but 
I was not for the Payne-Aldricb tariff 
law. Iam not one of those who be- 
lieve the free admission of agricultural 
products into the United States from 
Canada will . materially affect our 
farmers; but I do believe that while 
we are admitting free the things which 
the farmers sell, we should also admit 
free some of the things the farmer 
buys. The objection I have to the ar- 
rangement is not that it too free, 
but that it is not free enough. 

“I do not expect to ask Canada to 
change her duties further than pre- 
gcribed in the agreement, but I do ex- 
pect to insist that with regard to im- 
porta from Canada into the United 
States there shall be admitted free of 
duty timber and lumber in all thetr 
forms; coal in all its forms; iron ore of 
@ll kinds; iron ore steel in all its 
forms; glass, woolen and cotton cloth; 
clothing; boots and shoes; carpets and 
furniture; meat in all its forms; flour 
and all such things. 

For Our Own Good. 

“It is fair to ask Canada to agree 
to these additions to our list, for they 
will not be reciprocally free, and we 
put them upon our free list solely for 
our own good and to equalize among 
our own people both the advantages 
and disadvantages of the treaty. To 
gsne it seems absurd to admit Canadian 
wheat free and maintain a duty on 
Canadian ‘flour, and the Same reason- 
ing applies to other articles. 

“Tf it required the consent of the Ca- 
nadian government to extend our own 
free list, it might be claimed that we 
should wait until another time, but it 
does not, and I, for one, do not intend 
to allow the steel trust, the meat 
trust, the lumber trust and other ex- 
cessively protected industries to join 
all hands around ang say, ‘now we 
have taken a long step forward in 
reducing tariff duties, let us have 
peace and quiet for the next decade.’ 
On the other hand, I say that now is 
the time to’make things right between 
ourselves and Canada, and if the 
friends of reciprocity will stand firm, 
we wil] win’

itinerary were the largest of any of 
his tours as president. The streets of 
Springfield were thronged as the presi- 
dential special arrived over the Illinois 
traction trolley system. Representa- 
tive McKinley, of the Champaign- 
Decatur district, was Mr. Taft’s guest 
from Washington to Decatur. .¢ From 
Decatur to Springfield the president 
became Mr. McKinley’s guest over 40 
miles of the latter’s interurban trolley 
system. 

The presence of the Champaign con- 
gressman in the party enabled the 
president to make a telling point in 
one of his speeches. He declared that 
the picture of Canadian competition 
with the Aemrican farmer for the corn 
markets of the United States had been 
ridiculously overdrawn, and that the 
entire Dominion produced no more corn 
than was raised in the one Illinols con- 
gressional district represented by Mr. 
McKinley. The president also told the 
latter’s constituents that he was sure 
of the congressman’s support. 

At the Lincoln Home. 

Governor Deneen, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Oglesby, Speaker Adkins and a 
joint committee from the legislature 
met the president at Decatur today, 
and helped to escort him into Spring- 
field. Arriving here the president went 
directly to the capitol. From there was 
driven in an automobile to the old Lin- 
coln home, where he spent nearly an 
hour going over the historical collec- 
tion maintained by the government. 
Next the president proceeded to the 
Lincoln tomb, where, with head bared, 
he reverently placed a wreath on the 
sarcophagus. From 4 to 6 p. m. the 
president held a reception at the gov- 
ernor’s mansion. 

The banquet tonight of the Lincoln 
Centennial Association was the largest 
ever held in Springfield. In addition 
to the president, the speakers included 
Martin W. Littleton, of New _§ York, 
spoken of as a compromise democratic 
nominee for senator from that state. 

Mr. Taft will leave early tomorrow 
morning for Washington, arriving 
there Monday at 8:40 a. m. 

Mr. Taft is the first president who 
ever addressed an Illinois legislature. 

Taft on the G. 0. P. Tariff Plank. 

Speaker Adkins introduced the pres- 
ident, and Mr. Taft launched at once 
into his prepared address. He-reviewed 
the tariff provisions of the Chicago 
platform of 1908, and declared the con- 
ditions of production in Canada and 
the United States are so nearly similar 
that a tariff based on a difference of 
cost as between this and other coun- 
tries would amount, in the case of Can- 
ada, to substantially free trade. 

“A reciprocity agreement,” said the 
president, “is give and take, and my 
impression is that when you examine 
closely the pending affreement you will 
congratulate yourselves that we were 
able to make one that covered so wide 
a range of subjects.” 

Later the president added: 

“We shall be blind, indeed, if we re- 
ject this golden opportunity to add to 
the strength and vitality of our coun- 
try by thus increasing our self-sup- 
porting capacities.” 

Mr. Taft strengthened his argument 
ip favor of reciprocity by the state- 
ment that he hoped the new tariff 
board’s work would result in a further 
revision of the schedules of the Payne- 
Aldrich law. In conclusion, the presi- 
dent said: 

“We have taken up those things that 
are involved in a Canadian reciprocity 
treaty because opportunity offered. 
Now is the accepted time. Now Can- 
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l eda is in the mood. She is at the part- 


ing of the ways. Shall she. be an iso- 
lated country as much separated from 
us as if she were across the ocean, or 
shall her people and our people profit 
by the proximity that our geography 
furnishes and stimulate the _ trade 
across the border that nothing but a 
useelss, illogical and unnecessary ariff 
will create?’ 
Taft to Legislature.” 

In his address before the legislature 
President Taft defined the protection 
theory as one that should impose a 
tariff not exceeding the difference in 
the cost of production in this country 


profit for the home-producer. He ar- 
gued, therefore, that inasmuch as the 
conditions of production In the United 
States and Canada ‘‘were substantially 
the same, the widest latitude was given 
Secretary Knox and the commissioners 
who represented the United States tin 
offering to Canada a reduction of du- 
ties on goods ang products coming into 
this country from Canada in considera- 
tion of the establishment of the same 
duty, or freedom from duty, on similar 
goods going into Canada.” 

The president explained that it was 
thought wiser on behalf of both the

| treaty, “but to make an agreement be- 


tween the executives by which each, 
exercising his constitutional power in 
his government, should submit the 
agreement in the form of a statute to 
be enacted and to go into force on 
condition that a similar statute was 
passed by the legislature of the other 
country, 
Taft's 
He said 
“This form of agreement between 
the two countries makes it one from 
which either country can withdraw at 
will by simply changing the statute 
by new legislation. But if the identi- 
cal statute is adopted in both coun- 
tries, as long as it remains unamended 
in either, the agreement is-in force. 
“IT am a protectionist. That is, I 
believe there are certain industries in 
this country which need the encourag- 
ing effect of a tariff upon imports 
from foreign countries to enable them 
10 pay good wages and furnish a rea- 
sonable profit to those who engage 
in them. The difference in condition 
which generally makes this tariff 
necessary is the lower price of. labor 
in the foreign country as compared 
with the price of labor in our own. The 
country has been on a protection basis 
nearly all the time since 1861, and the 
tremendous strides in industrial prog- 
ress which it has made seem to me to 
vindicate the wisdom of the policy. 
“There was a time when leading fre- 
publicans thought there was no danger 
of having a tariff higher than neces- 
sary to protect any industry. It was 
thought that if the country was made 
gependent on manufactures behind the 
tariff wall the competition between 
the manufacturers would stimulate the 
reduction in. the cost or production and 
thus reduce the price. 


Protective Theory Modified. 


“But the temptation to combine by 
which the price could be controlled and 
thus the excessive tariff taken ad- 
vantage of, led to a modification of the 
protection theory ang to a declaration 
that he protection of any industry 
ought not to exceed in the tariff im- 
posed more than the difference between 
the cost of production abroad and the 
cost of production here, and enough to 
give a fair profit to the domestic pro- 
ducer or manufacturer. 

“This limitation of the protection 
theory necessarily took away any 
grounds for a tariff between this coun- 
try and any country in which the con- 
ditions of productions were substan- 
tially the same. The eonditions of 


Plea for Reciprocity. 
in part: 


production and of manufacture in the 
Inited States and Canada are sub- 
stantially the same. Wages may dif- 
fer in one part of Canada from another 
part, just as wages differ in different 
states in this country, but the charac- 
ter of the laborers, their fntelligence 
and their skill and the price paid them 
per unit of work are not substantially 
less in Canada than they are in this 
country. 

“In other words, the plank in the 
platform of the last republican conven- 
tion, carried to its logical conclusion, 
‘would lead to substantial free trade 
with Canada. 

."With that in view, still adhering 
loyally and sincerely to the principles 
of protection, where it is needed to 
maintain our important industries, I 
did not hesitate to give the widest 
latitude to the secretary of state and 
the commissioners who represented this 
country in offering to Canada a re- 
duction in duties of goods and products 
coming into this country from Candda 
in consideration of the establishment 
of the same duty or freedom of duty un 
similar goods going into Canada. 


Why Reductions Were Not Greater, 


‘T gay this for the purpose of hav- 
ing it understood that In many cases 
where the agreement -has been criti- 
cised for not making greater considera- 
tion we could not secure them because 
in the judgment of our Canadian 
friends the -trade or industry which 
they desired to foster would suffer by 
a greater reduction.

it be desirable,” says the report of the 
committee, “to employ a tariff rate to 
make still higher to our consumers the 
price of wheat in the world’s market? 

“It would be inhuman to the great 
mass of the people to enter upon the 
policy of increasing by law at the mo- 
ment that there should be a domestic 
searcity the price of the bread they 
ate in order to increase the profits of 
an already profitable industry. When 
the time shall come it will be a blessing 
to all our people, and in a larger meas- 
ure to those whoare poor that they 
can turn to the nearby wheat flelds of 
Canada. 

“The most odious of all taxes ever 
devised by government is a tax 
bread. That food has a place near the 
elemental substances like air and water, 
which are necessary to the preserva- 
tion of our lives. Such a tax is not 
felt by the rich and well-to-do, but it 
bears with especial weight upon the 
poor.” 

This vigorous language ts led up to 
with the statement that the objections 
of an industry that lies at the founda- 
tion of the prosperity of the nation de- 
mand the most serious consideration 
“whether these objections have ema- 
nated from the farmers themselves or 
only from the officlal machinery of 
their various organizations.” 


Artificial Barriers. 
The trade conditions between the two 


that reductions had been avoided pur- 
posely on manufactured articles was 
wholly unfounded and that a reciproci- 
ty agreement between the United States 
and Canada must of necessity relate 
more to agricultural products than to 
manufactures. 

‘The suggestion that the opening of 
our markets to Canadian wheat and 
other cereals,’ continueg the president, 
‘‘will reduce the price of land in Ohio, 
Illinois, Indiana and Iowa is refuted 
by every table of statistics and presents 
the comparative increases of land in 
those states under the influence of the 
opening of the wheat fields of the 
states further west. «¢ 


Will Steady Price of Wheat. 


“To let the wheat of the northwest 
come down to Minneapolis and Chicago 
will steady the price of wheat, will 
prevent its fluctuations, will make 
much more difficult speculation and 
will furnish us greater insurance 
against short crops and high prices. 
But that it will in the end substantial- 
ly reduce the price of wheat, which is 
fixed for the world in Liverpool, no 
one famillar with the conditions will 
assert, 

“It will give to the United States 
much greater control of the wheat mar- 
ket than it has-ever had before, It will 


enable its milling plants to turn Ca- 


jected ‘and we obtaineq the best fig-. 


nadian wheat into flour and send 
abroad the finished product, and it will 
stimulate the sale of manufactures and 
other things that we have to sell to 
Canada.’’ 

The president further asserteqg that 
in removing the artificial barriers be- 
tween the United States and Canada, 
the agreement would result in. the 
bringing over of live cattle to feed on 
the corn of the American farmer. He 
added that the rapid increase of popu- 
lation in the United States required a 
“source of fooq supply like Canada, 
right at our doors.” 

“We shall be blind indeed,” said the 
president, “if we reject this golden op- 
portunity to ad@ to the strength and 
vitality of our country by thus increas- 
ing our self-supporting capacity. We 
do not annex Canada politically, but we 
do become united commercially in such 
@ way as to add great stength in 
both.” 

For Reasonable Protection. 

The president asserted that “no step 
could be taken more in the interest of 
a reasonable policy of protection than 
the approval of the treaty,"’ and that 
insistence on too much protection 
would arouse an opposition in. this 
country “that will know no modera- 


tion.” 

He said that that was his reason 
also for favoring the creation of ‘‘an 
expert tariff commission or board.” He 
suggested that the tariff board might 
re-examine ang modify other sched- 
ules if necessary, “‘but that a reciproci- 
ty agreement with Canada is not a 
revision of the tariff and in the na- 
ture of things cannot present the bal- 
ance and the adjustment of all the du- 
ties against foregin countries which a 
consideration of tariff as a whole 
would involve.

Wood Pulp and Print Paper. 

The only amendment adopted was 
one suggested by Representative Mann, 
of Illinois, in the interest of making 
clear the workings of the agreement 
with respect to wood pulp and print 
paper in the original McCall bill and 
substitutes as an amendment a proyis- 
ion dealing exclusively with wood 
which is the product of Canada. 

Under the Mann amendment wood 
pulp and print paper produced in Caha- 
dian provinces that have no export re- 
strictions are admitted free into this 
country, together with all wood pulp 
products up to a valuation of 4 cents a 
pound. 

The admission of wood pulp and its 
products from the United States to

Following is a text of Speaker Can- 
non's letter: 

“It is represented in Washington that 
you are about to consider in the statg 
legislature at Springfield a resolution 
indorsing the commercial] agreement 
with Canada which is now pending be- 
fore congress. 

“That proposed agreement provides 
substantially for free trade between 
Canada and the United States in agri- 
cultural products, the farmers’ finished 
product. It includes in addition to 
wheat, barley, corn, potatoes, dairy 
roducts, eggs, poultry, etc., cattle, 
ogs and other animals on the hoof. 
“Of course free tradein these products 
is by itself one-sided because we give 
Canada an immense market for her 
farm produce both in theory and in 
fact, while she affords us «practically 
no market for farm products in fact, 

whatever may be. theory. 


No Advantage Found. 


“Of course, if there can be any ad- 
vantage given.us which will compen- 
sate for the burden of competition 
thus placed on our farmers, we should 
be able to find it in the terms of the 
agreement. I have not found it so far, 
and I note that the Canadian envoy, 
Mr. Fielding, explains to the mother 
country that while Canada is gaining 
a. large market in the United States, 
the Uniteg States is not to gain mar- 
ket enough in Canada to interfere with 
[nglish trade, since few reductions are 
made on our products that would seek 
a Canadian market, and these reduc- 
tions are small. 

“T note also one conspicuous discrimi- 
nation. Food animals on the hoof, 
such as our farmers have to sell, come 
into this country free of duty, but on 
the meats manufactureg from. these 
animals there is levied a duty of a cent 
and a quarter a pound.

Small Cost of Railroad Control. 

In the south. J. Pierpont Morgan 
had eontro!l of the Southern railway by 
a voting trust, and of the Central of 
Georgia by stock ownership, and his 
ally, Henry Walters, held the Atlantic 
Coast Line system through the stock 
of its $10,000,000 holding company, half 
of whieh had been given to its holders 
by a stock dividend in 1897. An actual 
investment of not over $6,000,000 econ- 
trolled in this section 20,000 miles of 
railread and over a billion dollars of 
capitalization in the hands of the pub- 
lic. 

In the northwest, the Morgan-Hill 
alliance held the Great Northern by a 
stock eontrol that had originally cost 
nothing, the Narthern Pacific by a 
stock control that was acquired for 
less than $3,000,000, and the old Bur- 
lington road through the issue of the 
bonds of the other roads. So, in all, 
the original cost of acquiring the cen- 
tro! had been under $5,000,000. The 
mileage controlled was 22,000, the cap- 
ital in the hands of the publie a billion 
dollars. 

The contrel of the Union Pacific's 
monopoly in the southwest was not 
acquired out of hand by single trans- 
actions like the others. It started with 
a $6,000,000 fee of preferred stoek to 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co.; other great blocks 


lof stock were acquired at the time of 


reorganization; the $60,000,000 pool of 
preferred stock 
more than the ordinary 20 per cent 
margin to hold with financial instiu- 
tlons—that is, $10,000,000. And by that 
time, as ih all these properties, the 
profits already made far more than 
paid for the eost of centro]. In this 
way. the Harriman group held. in the 
Union and Southern Pacific and the 
lilinoig Central, 23,600 mileg of road 
and a eapital ef a billion and a half 
in public hands. 

In the east, the control of the Erie, 
with $450,000,000 capital in publie 
hands, was held by Mergan through a 
voting trust. The Pennsylvania rail- 
road and the New York Central ebon- 
trolled, between them (together with 
the Union Pacific ownership of th 
Baltimore and Qhio), 30,000 miles of 
read and. one and a half billion de})- 
lars of eapital. The Union Pacific, 
Rockefeller and Morgan interest to- 
gether had a dominating if not abso- 
lutely contrelling voice in this, which 
had been acquired partly by individual 
ownership, partly by the investments 
of the Union Pacific, and partly by the 
long-established representation of 
English stock by Morgan. 
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A well-known sporting authority has this te 
say about the recent fight hetween Curran and 
Lang: ‘‘We have received a aumber of ietters 
of a controversial character on the subject of 
the Lang and Ouvurran  centest. Some eorre- 
spondents eondemn Curran for not re-entering 
the ring.

Berlin, February 11.—Count von 
Kanitz, conservative, in the reichstag, 
today interpellated the government re- 
garding what measures it proposed to 
take to prevent the flooding of the 
German market with foreign securities. 

When the count recently gave notice 
that he would make this inquiry, he 
pposed to have in mind the cur- 
ceport that the Berlin Hradel 
Gesellschaft contemplated making an 
attempt to list the stock of the Chi- 
caso, Milwaukee ang St. Paul railway 
on the Berlin Dourse. It has been semi- 
officially announced that the Prussian 
government was considering the advis- 
ability of rejecting the application “Zor 
this listing, if made, in view of the 
condition of the German gold mark. 

Speaking on the question today, 
‘‘ount von Kanitz quoted figures show- 
ing the great Increase in the Hsting of 
foreign securities locally in the past 
vears, and demanded that German cap- 
ital, in the first imstance, subserve 
German economic interests. He con- 
tinued: 

“Why do not Americans 
securities for themselves? They have 
more money than we have. They do 
not find any railway nfaterial in Ger- 
many. Their high tariff renders this 
impossible, and 
pérmit® the raising of the rate against 
us to a maximum of 100 per cent. The 
investment of German capital in Amer- 
ican railway securities only places this 
capital at the disposal of the Amcri- 
can iron industry, which competes with 
ours in many over-seas markets, es- 
pecially in South America. 

“Thus the eeeian stock market is 
rendered more dependent than ever 
upon the New York stock exchange, 
and this dependence has already be- 
come very marked. 

“We have no reason to show as con- 
ciliatory spirit toward American who 
have not treated us with especial ami- 
ability. 

“After increasing 
they lave issued all 
tariff regulations. Accordingly, we 
have no occasion to diapense with a 
careful investigation of American ralil- 
way securities, or to admit them open- 
handedly out of pure friendship. For- 
elgn securfties must be admitted only 
when first the: home demand for capi- 
tal has been fully met; second, national 
advantages are to be gained and 
third, these securities have been se- 
lected with the greatest care.’’

Practically one-half 
of the carriers are thus on duty every 
other Sunday. On holidays as a gen- 
eral rule one delivery of mail by letter 
carriers is made. [In the mailing di- 
vision of postoffices a considerable 
percentage of the clerks are on duty 
every Sunday for eight hours and a 
smaller percentage in the delivery di- 
vision. This work is necessary and 
can not be curtailed, but in most in- 
Stances it is possible to allow compen- 
satory time off on other days of the 
week. As a rule, the money order, 
registry and Samp windows are closed 
on Sundays. 

There is a very strong sentiment 
thr6éughout the country in favor of the 
discontinuance of the delivery of mail 
on Sundays, and this sentiment should 
be respected. Postal employees are un- 
doubtedly entitled to one day of rest 
in seven. All reputable commercial 
and industrial establishments close on 
Sundays. To accommodate the travel 
ing public and thése who have import- 
ant personal mail arriving on Sunday 
it may be necessary to keep the gen- 
eral delivery window open, but it is 
the experience of the department that 
with the growing use of the special 
delivery service urgent messages re- 
quiring attention on Sunday are not 
sent in the ordinary mail and that 
calling at the postoffice on Sunday for 
mail is usually a matter of habit rath- 
er than necessity. It is therefore be- 


le to so curtail the delivery gserv- 

ice as to make it possible eventually 
to relieve nearly all carriers from 
duty on Sunday and that with the co- 
operation of the postmasters it is 
feasible to provide one day ef rest in 
seven for all clerks and carriers with- 
out any increase in force. :

Trinitv church was organized in the 
early fifties by Green B. Haygood, 
father of Bishop Haygood; F. M. Rich- 
ardson and a number ofr others.

Mitchell street, but now Capitol Place. : 
The building which 
south of the capitol on the site now! 
occupied by Dr. Baird’s home. Some 
time about 1860 F. E. Rawson guaran- 
teed a salary for a regular minister, 
and the church was never again a mis- 
sion. 

In 1871 it was aecitded that the 
growth of the church demanded larger | 
quarters, and a lot at the corner of | 
what was then Whitehall and Peters 
street was purchased for approximately 
$6,500. It is on this tot that the 
church stands today. The Peters 
street of those d@ys nas since been 
changed to Trinity avenue, taking its 
name from the church, 

Work on the new church was begun | 
late tn 1871 and was completed some 
time in 1875. The building cost up- 
wards of $70,000 and was much the 
finest church in not only Atlanta, but 
the entire state at the time. It still 
has a larger seating capacity than any 
other Methodist church in the city. 

E. &. Wawson, 0. H. Jones, William 
Rawson, KF. P. Chamberlain, W. A. 
Hemphill, W. P. Pattillo and many 
other noted citizens of Atianta’s early 
days were among the members at the 
time the present building was erected,

In Regard to Progress Made 
on the Panama 
Canal. 


Washington, February 11.—Colonel 
George W. Goethals, chairman of the 
fathmian canal commission and chief 
engineer of the Panama canal, by ar- 
rangements by the house of represen- 
tatives today, will address that body 
Monday night, describing the progress 
that has been made in the construction 


of the waterway. 
Members of the senate will be in- 


vited to attend. 
. The need for immediate action by 
eongress toward fixing the rates that 
shall bé charged vessels using the !’an- 
ama canal was impressed upon the 
house committee on interstate com- 
merce today by Colonel Goethals. 
Colonel Goethals supported the Mann 
pill, recently introduced, which presents 
the administration ideas of what the 
tolls should be. He said that the canal 
would be completed by, September, 
1913; that it would practi¢ally put the 
Tehuan‘epec railroad out of business, 
and that the shipping interests of the 
world must have at least eighteen 
months to reconstruct their ocean rates 
upon the basis of charges imposed at 
the nal 
Colonel Goethals said the canal would 
be completed well within the limit of 
cost- of $375,000,000—probably $15,000,- 
900 under this amount. This will in- 
clude the coal station, machine shops 
and supply stations, and probably the 
dry dock. He said the government, by 
operating government-controlled coal 
stations, must prevent private inter- 
ests from monopolizing the coal sup- 
ply at the canal. Under any other sys- 
tem, said Colonel Goethals, the danger 
would exist of the private eoal inter- 
ests indirectly controlling the opera- 
tion of the canal.

The Georgia Day Celebration. 

The celebration of this day was be- 
gun by the Joseph Habersham chapter, 
D. A, R., in 1900. The object of the! 
chapter was distinctly stated when it 
was organized—to be the exploitation 
of Georgia history, beginning with the 
landing of Oglethorpe. This caused 
quite a discussion in the papers as 
to what day he did land, owing to 
the variation in the calendars. The 
discussion was ably led by Miss Nina 
Hornady, who held for February 142, 
and that day was recognized. 

Miss Hornady has been chairman of 
Georgia day from the first, and it is 
due to her patriotism and untiring 
energy that Georgia flags and pic- 
tures of Oglethorpe and fragments of 
Georgia history have found their way 
into country schools throughout the 
state. The first bill to make Georgla 
day a legal holiday wags drawn by the 
late Governor Candler at the request 
of Miss Hornady and presented in the 
legislature by Hon. P. A. Stovall. It 
was some years after before a similar 
bill was passed, the matter having 
been in the meantime taken up by the 
State D. A. R. 

The day in Atlanta has come to be 
one well remembered in the schools. 
For years the Joseph Habersham chap- 
ter has given to the two high schools 
@ medal and a loving cup to be con- 
tested for annually upon a subjett 
connected with Georgia history. One 
has only to pay a visit to our State 
or Carnegie library along about this 
time to discover dozens of young peco- 
ple poring over Georgia history. 

Last year the chapter celebrated 
ita tenth birthday by a series of lis- 
torical tableaux, beautifully produced 
at the home of the regent for the 
pleasure of the members and their 
friends. They tllustrated things in 
which Georgia. wag first, and were ar- 
ranged froin facts set forth in vol- 
ume 1, Joseph Habersham Histosical 
Collections, published in 1901. These 
tableaux were considered such valu- 
able pointers that they were request- 
ed by Miss Rankin for publication in 
the monthly bulletin of the C&rnegie! 
library for February, so0 that others! 
may use these subjects if desired.

popular material of the season is a 
cotton voile close akin to the “veiling” 
of a few years back. This voile is to 
be seen In separate waists, in afternoon 
gowns for the south, in costumes sult- 
able for the spring wedding receptions, 
in house gowns and tea gowns—in 
fact, every possible realm of dress. It 
is to be d as cheaply as a few cents 
a yard, and in the finer grades run- 
ning up beyond the dollar mark. For 
the south it is most attractive in pure 
white. For a shirt waist it should 
match the skirt with which it is worn, 
while for an afternoon or house gown 
it may be in any shade, bright or som- 
ber, which chances to charm the fancy. 
The reception gown in this voile is 
made up on a silk foundation. The 
white gown in the southern trousseau 
being intended to supplant the ever 
popular lingerie gown, has no fitted 
lining, while for a separate bodice this 
material needs only a slip of lawn or 
‘-China silk such ag should really be 
worn under every shirt waist of trans- 
parent texture. 
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FIGURE ONE. 
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Cotton voile should not be elaborate- 
ly trimmed, for the cost of the materia! 
does not warrant expensive laces and 
embroidery. The white gowns for the 
south show a@ simply embroideéred pat- 
tern like that worked upon the lin- 
gerie frocks or a simple bead trim- 
ming that is one of the features of the 
present fashions. One exceedingly pret- 
ty frock of white voile showed bands 
of small white china beads laid 
through a pattern of hand embroidery, 
much as lace insertion would be used. 
In another bodice the beads divided 
the waist in two with an embroidered 
pattern on each side. The material is 
cut away beneath the beads so that 
they shall show up to best advantage. 
A most effective bodice of black cotton 
voile was seen on inspection to be 
adorned with tiny white china beads 
instead of a design worked out in 
French dots as it seemed at . first 
glance.

MILLIONAIRE SOCIETY MEN LEARNING TO FLY 
IN WRIGHT AVIATION SCHOOL AT AUGUSTA 


Augusta, Ga. February 11.—(Spe- 
gial.)—Since the opening of the Wright 
company’s aviation training camp, or 
@chool where people are taught to fly, 
the entire surrounding country has 
gone “aviation mad.” But it’s interest- 
img and instructive, and may, in the 
end, be the means of attracting inter- 
Mational attention to Georgig. 

In a quiet way.a movement is on foot 
to have whatever, further experi- 
ments the government intends to make 
to determine the practicability of the 
geroplane in warfare at the Augusta 
arsenal. Whether or not anything 
comes of the effort remains to be seen; 
but the chamber of commerce hag di- 
rected the attention of senators and 
representatives to the fact that the 
government property here presents a 
mighty fine opportunity for conducting 
guch experiments at practically no pre- 
paratory cost to the government. 

Pupils in Aviation. 

Meanwhile, the Augusta public is 

ng furnfshed an abundance of en- 

ainment—free—in seeing “airship 
@tunts” every day. 

The camp is located on Monte Sano, 
pn the site of the old volunteer camp, 
tvhere several regiments of Spanish- 
“American war soldiers were mustered 
eut of service. 

Morning and afternoon, when the 
weather permits, Frank Coffyn, who 
has charge of the training camp, puts

Arrangements have been 
made between his firm and the Wright 
people whereby he will manufacture 
the Wright type under license, and, to 
have practical knowledge of the ma- 
chine, Mr. Burgess is learning to fly. 
When his lessons are completed, his 
partner will come to Augusta and take 
a course. 

George H. Manner, the other pupil 
here now, is also from Boston, and, it 
is understood, is the son of a prominent 
banker of that city. He is a social 


leader, and prominent among fanclers 
of thoroughbred horses. 

Both of these gentlemen have been 
here about ten days, and in that time 
have had about a dozen lessons each— 
lessons enough, in fact, to thoroughly 
fill them with enthusiasm. 

Robert Collier, son of the late Peter 
F. Colliier, has bought one of the 
Wright machines, and will come to Au- 
gusta some time within the next week 
or ten days for instructions, He brings 
with him a representative, who, when 
they have both learned aerial naviga- 
tion, will act as woulda chauffeur if the 
machine were an automobile. 

Will Try Some Records, 

Up to this time Mr. Coffyn has not 
made any special effort to establish 
new records, though he Says it is his 
intention to try to break the endurance 
record before the camp closes at the 
end of the season.

Through the Efforts of Super-' 
intendent Dan Carey Coun-| 
ty Commissioners Promise 
Co-operation --- Better Roads, 
for Grant Park. | 


| 


The co-operation of several of the! 
Public utility corporations im the care 
of the shade trees of the city, and the 
co-operation of the county commission- 
ers in the general work of improving 
the public parks, have been secured | 
during the past few weeks by the. 
Park department of Atlanta. This rep- 
resents important steps in the growth 
and progress of the park movement, 
and the effects will be far-reaching in 
the work of beautifying the city which 
has been undertaken by the park com- 
mission. 

Secured by Superintendent Carey. 

The co-operation of the corporations 
and of the county were secured 
through the efforts of General Man- 
ager Dan Carey, of the park depart- 
ment. They constitute certainly the 
most important work he has done sinoe 
he took charge as the head of the park 
department. The general manager be- 
lieved that publio utility corporations 
which string wires through the streets, 
should aid in the care and preservation 
of the street trees. He knew that the 
wires of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company, the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, the Atlanta Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, the Postal 
Telegraph and Cable Company, and 
the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany were interfering With the 
growth and beauty of the shade 
trees on the streets of the city. It 


trees were interfering with the ef- 
ficiency of the service of these cor- 
porations. It was, therefore, evident 
that if the wires were interfering with 
the city’s trees, and the city’s trees 
were interfering with the services ren- 
dered through the wires, the city and 
the corporations ought to join forces 
in caring for the trees and relieving 
the wires. 

On that basis, General Manager Ca- 
rey approached the corporations. So 
far the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company and the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company have 
each made appropriations of $500 for 
1911. with the intention of increasing 
these uniunts Next year if the new 


System works well. It seems very 
probable that the American Telephone 
and” Tetegraph Company will aijso 
inake a similar appropriation, and it is 
believed the three other corporations 
will aid in the work. 

County Will Give Aid. 

The announcement that the county 
commissioners will co-operate with the 
city in beautifying the parks of the 
people was made during the meeting 
of the county boarg last Wednesday 
inorning. The general manager, on 
that morning, directed the aitention of 
the county commissioners to the fact 
that the establishing, operation and 
maintaining of perks for the benefit 
of the people is now a recognized 
funchion of government, a function 
that ts equally as important as the 
improvement of roads and the building 
of sewers. He called attention to tne 
fact that the metropolitan park com- 
mission, of Boston, is a county organ- 
ization; that the Hudson county park 
commission, of New Jersey, is not a 
municipal affair; that the Lincoln park 
commissioners, of Chicago, obtain their 
powers and appropriations from the 
state of illinois; that all over the coun- 
try the disposition in the park move- 
ment is to sever connection with mu- 
nicipalities and operate at will 
throughout the entire country; that 
state governments are becoming inter- 
ested in park work, and that even the 
United States government is establish- 
ing and maintaindng great national 
parks. 

General manager Carey reminded 
the county commissioners that while 
they had done considerable work on 
streets contiguous to Atlanta parks, 
and had improved thoroughfares lead- 
ing to the parks, the government of 
Fulton county is not doing anything 
toward the operation and maintaining 
of the public parks in this section. He 
asked that the county commissioners 
spend a part of the revenue of fhe 
county in the parks for the benefit of 
the people, and suggested that the 
county commission could not spend 
money anywhere to better advantage 
in order to reach the whole peoole di- 
rectly. ‘ } 

In replying, the chairman of the 
county commissioners, General Clifford 
Il. Anderson, stated that the commis- 
sion recognized the truth in the prin- 
ciples stated by General Manager 
Carey, that the county commisstoners 
are very much intdrested in the park 
movement, and that hereafter the coun- 
ty would include work tin the parks in 
its annual budget. He stated that the 
county would engage in active co-oper- 
ation with the city in maintaining the 
public parks. 

Budget Already Made. 

This year, however, stated General 
Anderson, the budget has already been 
made. He t..erefore suggested that if 
the park commission has any particu- 
lar work which it wants. done, the 
proper course would be to petition the 
county commissioners, for the work, 
and he and the other commissioners 
who were present promised favorable 
action and immediate attention 
wherever possible. 

Mr. Carey asked for the building of a 
00-foot road through the Lakewood 
property, running around the lake cnd 
connecting with Pryor. street. He 
stated that the park commission had 
acted favorably upon the petition of 
citizens for this road. The county 
commissioners promised favorable ac- 
tion by them 4s soon as the: petition 
reached.them formally.

Shelby Smith, Mr. Carey asked for 
a paved road through Grant park, the 
improvement of the Georgia avenue en-

E TICK 


URGES GOVERNOR BROWN 


Governor Joseph M. Brown is of the 


opinign that more active and vigorous 
eort should be made toexterminate the 
eattle tick in Georgia, since upon this 
depends, in large measure, the state's 


future in cattle raising. 

That Georgia can be made a great 
cattle-raising state, with the tick once 
out of the way, there seems to be no 
question. 

Discussing the proposition, Governor, 
Brown said: 

“It geems to be an ascertained fact 
that if the cattle tick can be extermi- 
nated in Georgia this can be made a 
great state for raising cattle. The 
United States government is now ald- 
ing the states in destroying the ticks; 
but the official work is on given areas. 

“From experience which my tenant, 
J. E. Payne, and I have had on my 
farm in Cherokee, I am inclined to 
think that all farmers who will go to 
a Httle pains will be able to solve this 
problem without the aid of the national 
or state governments. ‘To illustrate: 
We have some Angora foats. They be- 
came infested with lice, which multi- 
plie@ to such an extent as did them 
great damage. The kids died, the fe- 
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tion upon this petition as soon as it 


reaches them. 

General Manager Carey also asked 
for the making of @ road in Piedmont 
park, from the corner of Fourteenth 
street and Piedmont avenue through the 
park to the corner of Tenth street 
and Boulevard, but the county commis- 
sioners did not indicate what their ac- 
tion upon this petition as soon as it 
well known, the Gate City Guard will 
unveil, during next October, the hand- 
somest monument in this section of the 
country. It will be located on a trian- 
gle just inside Piedmont park, near the 
vourteenth street entrance. This 
monument will commemorate the first 
armed invasion of the. north by south- 
ern troops after the close of the civil 
war. This trip of the old guard is still 
well remembered in the north. Organ- 
izations and distinguished visitors from 
all over the north and middle west are 
coming to Atlanta for the occasion. 


Impression of Atianta. 


The principal places they will see will 
be Pieamont park, where the unvelling 
is to take place, and Grant park, where 
the ¢yclorama of the Battle of Atlanta 
is located. ‘they will take away with 
them to their northern homes an im- 
pression of Atlanta, and they will ob- 
tain that impression from what they 
see in Piedmortt park and Grant park. 

There is no doubt, say those who are 
interested, that the unveiling of a 
handsome and costly monument in a 
park which shows little evidence of 
improvement, will give the whole city 
a black eye. For this reason the park 
commission is especially anxious to 
have the roadways, at least along ‘the 
Piedmont avenue front of Piedmont 
park, in good ¢ondition, and without 
ne alu aeu wuiterest of both the county 
and the city in this work, it cannot 
possibly be accomplished. 

It is very probable that this matter 
will be more fully presented to the- 
county commissioners and the general 
council very shortly, and it is believed 
that these two governing bodies will,

He occasionally re- 
peats this operation, and our cattle 
seem to be no longer troubled with 
ticks. The insects are not allowed to 
get large before they are killea by this 
solution. Before we began using it we 
lost several cows by bloody murrian, 
which it is now practically established 
is caused by the ticks. 

“Some may say that this will be a 
troublesome operation, but it will not 
take any man more than five minutes to 
wash a cow, if he tekes a large rag and 
dips it in a bucket filled with this gsolu- 
tion and rubs it hardall over the ani- 
mal. This application will reach and 
poison the ticks, and If the solution be 
applied about every two weeks no own- 
er of a cow need worry about the ticks: 
and, surely, is not a good cow worth 
taking the pains which T have indi- 
cated and which Mr. Payne practices 
on my Cherokee farm? The above ig 
our experience. 

“I will now theorize a little: Aw we 
all know, a great enemy of fowls is 
the mite. Unnumbered people have been 
driven out of the chicken business he- 
cause the mites and lice have killed so 
many of the young chicks and caused 
even the hens to droop. Why should it 
not be a good plan to place some of 
this tick ofl in a bucket, or can, of 
water and then souse your chickens or 
other poultry down into the solution? 
This kills the Hee on the goats. Why 
would it not do so on chickens? Possi- 
bly some may say that it will kill the 
chickens. I do not believe it. and on my 
farm Wwe are going to experiment with 
the tick oil in our barn yard as well as 
in our cow stalls,”

Acdording to the laws of 
Damascus, if a man wishes to get rid 
of his wife he has only to say, ‘'I 
divorce you! I divorce you! I divorce 
you!” ang the woman must leave. Aft- 
er she has gone, however, she cannot 
come back as a wife until after she 
has been married to someone else. 
To get around this, an angry husband 
relenting ang longing for the dear de- 
parted, arranges to marry her to a 
friend, a dervish, or to some half crazy 
man, who for a sum will go through 
the ceremony of a wedding and then 
immediately divorce the woman, who 
can then be married again to her 
old husband. In the case referred to 
the man had@ a quarre] with his wife, 
and angrily muttered the words of 4i- 
vorce. Immediately she had gone he 
repented, and thereupon Drought about 
her marriage with an alleged friend, 
upon the understanding that a divorce 
was to follow the ceremony. The 
friend, however, refused to utter the 
words of divorce; saying, “I like the 
woman ang will keep her myself,” and 
so it is at this writing. 

Such divorces are always on the 
part of the husband. Ags for the wom- 
en, they have more diffinulty in get- 
ting riq of the marriage tie, althougn 
they can do so, provided the husband 
does not perform his duty to them or 
give them an equal amount of atten- 
the other wives of the fam- 
ily. According to Mohammed every 
man had the right to four wives, but 
the Koran provides that he must spend 
an equal time with each of them, and 
in some places he is required to give 
each a separate establishment. 

Marriage in the Holy Land. 

During my travels in the Holy Lana 
I h&ve picked up some interesting sto- 
ries of marriage and divorce. Every 
sect has its own customs. The Jews 
can divorce easily, and after that they 
can marry again. The orthodox Greeks 
can only marry three times, and some 
of the Christians are not allowed a di- 
vorce without cause. 

In all of the Jewish weddings the 
girl brings a dowry, the amount of the 
dot being mentioned in the contract of 
marriage. This contract is always 
signed in the presence of the rabbi, 
and the wedding ceremony takes place 
under a tent in the court of the syna- 
g@gogue. Before marriage the bride is 
shaved from her head to her feet, and 
after that her head is always kept 
covered. At the ceremony and after ir 
they have music, with drums, cym- 
bals and harps, and many of the old- 
fashioned customs of Bible times are 
preserved. The Jews marry young, 
and a girl is an old maid at 20. 

The Peasant Mohammedans. 

The Mohammedans of the villages 
usually take wives when they are en- 
tering their teens, and marriages at 
12 years are not uncommon. The man 
is usually older, and it is customary for 
matured men to marry young girls and 
to add them to their harems as the 
first wives grow older. In such cases 
the groom pays money to the father of 
the bride. This is the reverse of the 
Jewish marriages, where the money 
goes to the groom. The price for a 
Mohamemdan wife ranges according 
to the financial condition of tne con- 
tracting parties. The contracts are 
made by the elder people of the fam- 
ily. If there is a father he decides 
upon the marriage. If the father is 
dead the eldest brother may act, or in 
some cases the mother. 

The customs as to the right of the 
family to dictate the marriage are 
rigid. The other day a peasant living 
near Jerusalem had a sister who ran 
awayrywith her lover and married him. 
This was after the family had objected 
to any union of the two. The peasant 
took a revolver and went after the 
bridal couple. He met his brother-in- 
law in Jerusalem and shot him dead 
on the street. When arrested he justi- 
fied the crime and he is now impris- 
oned awaiting trial. I am told he wl)! 
get off with a slight punishment, as 
he has acted within his rights accord- 
ing to the Koran. , 

Brides of the Cities. 

Among the city Mohammedans the 
bridegroom makes a present of a dow- 
ry eufficient to enable his bride to 
purchase her trousseau and household 
furniture. He may give her six or 
eight hundred dollars, and the greater 
part of this will go to her nearest male 
‘relative, being paid before the wedding 
takes place. On the other hand, he 
and that relative may buy the outfit 
together, making items of the various 
things and their cost. Often the whole 
dowry is not paid, 25 or 30 per cent. 
being left until after the wedding. This

Queer Wedding Ceremonies. 

In ali ,Oriental countries the wed- 
ding ceremonies are very important. 
The marriage is always an occasion 
of protracted festivities,and not to be 
invited Is a grave offense. 
proverbs here is, “He who does not in- 


i vite me to his marriage will not have 


me at his funeral.”” Among the Mo- 
hammedans the wedding ceremonies 
often last a week, during which there 
is feasting on the part of both fami- 
lies. The dinners are given before the 
wedding, and at the time of the cere- 
mony large amounts of money are 
thrown to the beggars. The wedding 
feasts usually begin Monday. Tuesday 
the bride is taken to the bath and 
there is a feast there, the bridegroom 
paying the expenses of the bathing 
and eating. 

Wednesday the bridegroom's 
friends go to the house of the bride, 
where they have a concert and dinner.

nails of the bride are stained red with 
benna, and they begin to deck her out 
for the wedding. Thursday the bride 
is taken to the groom’s house in a 
great procession, and there the two eat 
candy, exchanging mouthfuls or bites, 
the idea being that nothing but sweet- 
ness ig hereafter to pass from the lips 
of one to the other. The bridegroom 
has not seen the bride until] this time. 
He heré says a prayer in the presence 
of the bride, kneeling on her bridal 
vell as he does so.

Among the Mohammedans of Pales- 
tine, so says my guide, Shammas, the 
wedding usually takes place at the 
mosque, ang the bridegroom meets his 
bride when she !s on the way thittier, 
although she is so veiled that he can- 
not see her. She is dressed all in white 
and is carried under a canopy on tue 
shoulders of four men. At the mosque 
the wedding sermon is given, and at 
the end of this the bride goes to the 
house of her husband. <As ashe steps 
over the threshold dhe bends down and 
passes under two crossed swords up- 
held by his friends, This means that 
if she not true to her husband he will 
kill her. She is taken first to the 
woman’s apartment or harem, over the 
door of which has been placed a piece 
of leavened dough with a green leaf 
lying upon it. She. presses the palm 
of her hand on the leaf and into the 
dough,thus signifying that the house 
in which she has come will flourish. In 
some cases the bride breaks a piece of 
leavened bread and gives to the young 
people to eat. 

After she has entered her own apart- 
ment in the groom’s house there is a 
feast, the guests sitting on the floor 
and vegetables, interspersed with can- 
dies and sirups. In some cases the 
groom has to make the bride speak 
before the dinner will be served, and 
it is virtue with her to keen sallent 
just as long as she can. 

Women’s Rights in Syria. 

It is the general idea among Chris- 
tians that Mohammedan wiveshave no 
rights which their husbands are bound 
to respect. I am told this is not so, 
and that the women here not infre- 
quently rule their husbands. The cost 
of living has increased greatly within 


/ recent years, and it is only a rich Mo- 


hammedan who can own several wives. 
Public sentiment as to the rights of 
women has risen, and the man who 
abuses his wives is not considered re- 
spectable. No man dares address a 
strange woman on the streets of any 
Turkish city, ang in the best regulated 


houses the husband does not enter the 


woman's apartments when he knows 
he is not wanted, although he has the 


«legal right to go there at any time.

Slave Marriages. 

It is said that women are stil] bought 
and so0ld in the Turkish possessions. 
Not long ago there was a regular trade 
in the black girls who were brought 
across the Sahara from Central Africa 
and shipped through Tripoli into Syria 
and other parts of Turkey. Before the 
English took hold of Egypt this traffic 
was carried on through the Nile val- 
ley and it was winked at by the offi- 
clals. It is said to be still in vogue in 
Morocco, and slaves are brought in 
from parts of the Caucasus to Constan- 
tinople.

BRITISH OPPOSITION TO RECIPROCITY. 


_ To its task of wrestling with the issue of ending or mending 
the house of lords, the British parliament now finds added another 
question equally prolific in complications—the controversy as to 
whether or not England shall interfere with the pending reciproc- 
ity pact between Canada and the United States: 

Already, Arthur J. Balfour, leader of the conservatives, has 
declared opposition to the treaty. 

The long-standing free trade policy of the British empire is 
complicated by a development somewhat analagous to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s late-lamented “new nationalism.” And this issue bears im- 
portantly on the present situation between Canada, England and 
the United States. 

It has, of recent years, become the dream of British states- 
manship of both parties to knit the vast empire into closer rela- 
tions, both military and commercial, so that in crises of an eco- 
nomic or military nature the seven-seas possessions of the British 
crown should stand together as a homogeneous unit. 

One feature of the program, whicheis, of course, only nebulous 
thus far, contemplates increasing intimacy in trade relations be- 
tween the mother-country and the various dependencies. The ulti- 
mate working out of such a policy would mean that the commer-

As President Taft, Sir Wilfred Laurier and others have pointed 
out, Canada and America are divided by the boundaries only of 
politics and tradition. The line that runs between the two-is set 
arbitrarily, and cannot be expected to indefinitely delay those close 
commercial and industrial interchanges that are inseparable from 
these conditions.

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CO-OPERATIVE INTERSTATE ROAD BUILDING. 


When states begin to co-operate in the building of good 
roads the assumption is safe that the epidemic of highway construc- 
tion has entered a new epoch. 

And such a development was emphasized last week, when 
county commissioners from three counties in Georgia and two in 
Florida met in Valdosta to debate ways and means for material- 
izing the northern and southern interstate highway. 

The Georgia commissioners were from the adjoining counties 
of Tift, Berrien and Lowndes. The Florida counties represent- 
ed were Madison and Duval. In addition, letters were read from 
the commissioners of Baker and Columbia counties, Florida, regret- 
ting their inability to be present, but giving their official indorse- 
ment to the project. 

As a direct aftermath of the conference, Tift has put fifty 
convicts to work on her strip of the highway. Berrien is already 
making hdadway on her link. This week the authorities of 
Lowndes will start a squad of road-builders on Lowndes’ portion 
of the raute. 

Assurances were forthcoming from the Florida commissioners 
that sentiment in their counties was favorable, and that actual 
construction would soon be under way. 

Already the majority of the counties between Atlanta and the 
southern boundary line of Georgia have done or are doing their 
share upon the road planned to connect Atlanta with Jacksonville, 
and to stretch southward from that city. 

As a result of The Constitution's successive good roads cam- 
paigns, this entire tier of counties has been visited by a spirit of 
awakening and of co-operation wholly new in their annals.

Prize List Is Heavier 
Than Ever. 


|Many Americans Will Attend 
the Great London’ Event. 
Moore Will Be the Largest 
Exhibitor From the United 
States. f 


London, February 11-——It is uncer- 
tain as yet whether the proceedings 
at the International Horse Show, 
which opens on June 12 next, will be 
suspended on coronation day or not. 
However, no effort will be’ spared to 
make the show one that will attract 
many thousands of the visitors who 
| are coming to London for the greater 
event, 

The contingent of American horse- 
men who are to compete is larger than 
ever, in spite of the fact that all the 
entries have not been made. Judge 
W. H. Moore again will be the larg- 
est American exhjbitor. EB. T. Stotes- 
bury, Pierpont Morgan's partner, one 
@f the directors of the show, and who 
has not exhibited over here for two 
seasons, is to have several] entries. J. 
W. Harriman, C, W. Watson, Paul Sorg, 
BE. H. Weatherbes ‘and Clarence Moore 
are also bringing their best horses for 
competition. Miss Bowen, of New York, 
will enter several hackneys. 

Lieutenant Sifton and Captain Doug- 
las Young are bringing a strong team 
from Canada; the Hon. Adam Beck, of 
Toronto, will be here with hfs hunt- 
ers, and-Messrs. Crow and Murray, of 
the same city, will bring some of their 
best jumpers. 

Already.a large number of private 
boxes have been reserved by American 
visitors, who will be here for the cor- 
onation. 

The “terrace garden,” which sur- 
rounded the arena last year, wfll be 
succeeded by an even more elaborate 
range of old gabled and red-tiled house 
fronts culminating in a particularly 
fine reproduction of Elizabethan archi- 
tecture, with oak paneling and lat- 
ticed windows, as a background to the 
royal box. 

Last year the prize list amounted 
to almost $56,000. This year the list 
has already reached $63,350, and wijil 
probably be not less than $66,000 be- 
fore the list is published. 

Over $26,000 ts being offered in 
prizes for jumping, and several novel 
jumps are being prepared. Military 
jumping always has been a strong fea- 
ture at theinternational show,and the 
chiéf prize is the King Edward VII. 
gold cup, offered by his late majesty 
for competition between officers of dif- 
ferent nationalities. The cup has ‘to 
be won three times before it can be- 
come the actual property of any nation. 
It has been taken once, in 1909, by 
France and once last year by Belgium, 

An interesting addition will be the 
Russian section. One competition will 
be for trotter and “prestashka,”’ in 
wagon or-droshky. In this,class two 
animals are Griven together, the horse 
on the near side being a trotter, while 
the off side, or right-hand horse, {fs a 
galloper. In the “troika’ clasg three 
horses are driven abreast, the central 
trotter being flanked by gallopers. The 
full equipment of Russian harness and 
“troikas’’ will be provided, forming a 
collection that never has been seen be- 
fore in England. In fact, it is believed 
that Walter Winans, the famous Amer- 
ican horseman, has the only “troika” 
in this country.

At present 
there are only three of them—the Duke of 
setae who is also Prince of Wales; the 
Duke of Connaught, King Edward’s brother; 
and the Duke of Albany, who is Queen Vic 
toria’s grandson. 

The mantle of a peer is of the same lengtb 
in each of the five ranks of the peerage, and 
the difference in rank is indicated by the num- 
ber of bars of ermine in the cape worn over 
the shoulders. Ip the case of wives of 
peers, the difference in rank is‘ indicated by 
the length on the ground of the train attached 
to the mantle. This varies from six feet in 
the case of a duchess to three feet in the case 
of a baroness, the rank held by the former 
Mies Vivien Gould. 

The mantle of a duke is of crimson velvet 
reaching to the ground. edged with miniver, 
an ancient name for fur Miniver in thie 
sense is always white. Over this Is a cape of 
miniver decorated, or “powdered,” as it is 
technically called, with four rows of ermine 
running round horizontally. The ermine is a 
strip of black fur. Duchesees wear the mantles 
of dukes edged with pure miniver five inches 
broad and having in addition a train six feet 
on the ground. An excellent example of a 
duchess’s train may be geen in the picture of 
the Duchess of Marlborough, the American 
peeress of highest rank, wearing her ducal 
coronet, her ducal mantle and her ducal traip 
eix feet long. 

We now come to the next step down in the 

rank of marquis. .A marquis ie 
styled on the outside of an envelope “The 
Most Honorable,” and is officially addressed 
by the King as “Our Right Trusty and Entire 
ly Beloved Cousin.”

Oukes take the front place in all state 
ceremonies, after the royal family. The leading Ameri 
can representative of this rank ig Consuelo, Duchess of 
Marlborough, who is No. 10 in the list, and after her are 
the Duchesses of Roxburghe and Manchester.

The title of vis 
count is usually given to public officials of great distinction, and so there 
are fewer viscounts than earis, who are noblemen of large possessions.

His wife ts entitled to 8 train three feet 
long, while a duchess has six feet. 

Lord Decies has no ancestral castle. His 
possessions are very modest. His fifth 
cousin, the Marquis of Waterford, who bears 
the family name of Beresford, like himself, 
has. however, some interesting ancestral 
seats. 

Now let us study the peerage and see how 
Baron Decies and the other lords rank 
among themselves 

A duke le the bighest dignity In the English 
peerage. There is only one title between 
that of dnke and the king, and that is the very 
special title of Prince of Wales, the only real 
prince in England. A dukedom is conferred 
even or the Prince of Wales, in order to 
give him a seat in the House of Lords. 

A duke its styled ‘‘His Grace” and ‘the Most 
Noble” on the outside of envelopes. In con- 
versation he is usually called ‘Your Grace.” 
He js officially addressed by the king in for. 
mal documents as “Our Right Trusty and 
Right Entirely Beloved Cousin.” This form of 
address ig exceedingly significant. because 
with each step yon go down in the peerage 
one of these complimentary adjectives is left 
out. A duke is also addressej by the king 
on certain very rare and special occasions 86 
“Most High Potent and Noble Prince.” 

Every peer wears upon state occasions 8 
eoropet on hie head and a mantle of crimson 
velvet reaching to the ground and edged with 
fur. The mantle is worn over a court cos 
tume, including white knee breeches and silk 
stockings. The coronet differs to form in 
each of the five ranks of the peerage The 
coronet of a duke consists of a circle of gold. 
chased ang jewelled, surmounted by eight 
golden strawberry leaves. Thies is fitted over 
a cap of crimson velvet, turned up witb er- 
mine, having a golden tassel] at the top. The 
cap is intended to keep the coronet from hurt- 
ing the head. Note the important fact that

surmounted by four gold strawberry leaves 
and four silver balls alternately, the latter 
slightly raised on pofnots above the rim of the 
coroget. This rests upon a cap of crimson 
velvet, turned up with ermine, having a gold- 
en tassel at the top. 

The mantle of a marquis js the same as that 
of a duke, but with only three and a half in- 
stead of four rows of ermine on the cape. 
The marquis’ wife, called a marchioness, 
wears the mantle of a: marquis, edged with 
pure miniver four inches In breadth and baw 
ing a train five feet three inches on the 
ground, as compared with six feet for a duch- 
eRs 

An earl comes next {n rank below a mar 
quis. He is addressed on envelopes as “The 
Right Honorable,” and in documents ts ad. 
dressed by the King ag “Our Right Trusty and 
Right Well-Beloyed Cousin.” Note the delicate 
difference between this address and that given 
to a marquis. The earl is “Right Well Be 
loved,” while the marquis Is “Entirely Be 
loved.” It will be seen that the King is rather 
careful not to hurt the earl’s feeling by sug- 
gesting that he is very much lesg beloved 
than a marquis. The reason for this is thet 
an earl was originally a little king in his way, 
as those who are familiar with Anglo-Saxon 
times will remember. 

When dukes were first introduced some of 
the ancient earls were rather huffed. Then 
when the King introduced still another rank, 
that of marquis, ahead of them, he thought 
there might be more trouble. So he took 
pains to be uncommonly civil to the earls. 

This also explains why the earl gets more 
strawberry leaves and more silver balis in his 
coronet than a marquis. The eari’s coronet 
consists of a circle of silver gilt, chased and 
jewelled, surmounted by eight silver balis 
raised upon points with eight gold strawberry 
leaves between the points. This coronet ts 
placed upon a cap of crimson velvet turned 
up with ermine and having a golden tassel on 
top. Here you see the earl enjoys eight «i!ver 
balla and eight strawberry leaves against

as that of the other peers, but has three rows 
= ermine on-the cape. The wife of an ear). 
called a countess, wears the mantle of an 
earl, edged with pure miniver, three inches 
in breadth, and having in addition a train 
four feet six inches on the ground, as againet 
five feet three inches for a duchess. 

Next comes the fourth grade in the peerage, 
that of viscount. 

The viscount is addressed on envelopes as 
the “Right Honorable,” and he ts officially 
addressed by the King as “Our Right Trusty 
and Well-Beloved Cousin.” Note that the 
word “right” is omitted hefore ‘‘well beloved 
cousin.” 

The coronet of a viscount consists of a cir 
cle of ailver gilt, chased and jewelled and sur 
mounted by sixteen silver balls. This rests 
upon & cap of crimson velvet turned up witb 
ermine and having a golden tassel at the top 
It should be noted that there are no etraw- 
berry leaves in the viscount’s coronet, but he 
is consoled with the generous allowance of 
sixteen silver balls. No one below the rank 
of an earl is allowed golden strawberry 
leaves. 

The mantle of a viscount Is the same as any 
other of the peers, except that it has two rows 
and a half of ermine on the cape. A viscount 
ess wears the mantle of a viscount, edged 
round with pure miniver two inches in 
breadth and having in addition a train three 
feet nine inches on the ground, as compared 
with four feet six inches for a countess 

And now we come to the fifth rank in the 
peerage, that of baron, which ts held by 844 
persons. This is the rank which wil) be 
ehared by Miss Vivien Gould, as the wife of 
Lord Decies. 

A baron is styled “The Right Honorable” 
He is addressed officially by the King as “Our 
Right Trusty and Well Beloved.” This latter 
phrase is intended to signify the esteém in 
which a baron is held by the king. The word

This is placed on a 
handsome cap of crimeon velvet turned up 
with ermine, having.a golden tassel at the top 
The reader will notice that this coronet has 
no golden strawberry leaves such as are en 
joyed by the three higher ranks of the peer 
age, and has six silver balls as compared with 
the sixteen which are enjoyed by a viscount 
The mantle of a baron is similar to that of 
the other peers, except that it bas only two 
rows of ermine on the cape. 
A baroness wears the mantle of a baron 
edged round with pure min- 
iver two inches in breadth 
and having a train three 
feet on the ground. Every 
peeress occupies 4 spare 
proportioned to her rank. 
Every person in England 
baving a title of nobility. or 
ralated to one having a title, 
or holding an office under 
the crown, bas a certain 
fixed position in what is de- 
ascribed by Burke’s Peerage 
as “the scale of general or 
social precedence.” 
Everybody in this clas 
bas a number, is obliged to 
walk behind those whose 
numbers come earlier. and 
walk ahead of those whose 
numbers come after bim.

The Chief 
Butler, it may be explained, has the privilege 
of serving the King with wine at hig ban- 
quets. This office was of great importance 
in early times, becauee attempts to poisoy 
the King were feared. :

At 
the best, toiling as only picked men could toil, they 
made no more than three miles an hour. This 
meant longer hours of travel, and Daylight, for good 
measure and for a margin against accidents, hit 
the trail for twelve hours a day. Since three hours 
were consumed by making camp at night and cook- 
ing beans at the midday meal nine hours were left 
for sleep and recuperation, and neither man nor 
dogs wasted many minutes of those nine hours, 

At Selkirk, the trading post near Pelly River, 
Daylight suggested that Kama lay over, rejoining 
him on the back trip from Dyea.

he went on with six fresh dogs. 

They travelled till ten o’clock the night they 
reached Selkirk, and at six next morning they 
plunged ahead into the next stretch of wilderness 
of nearly five hundred miles that lay between Sel- 
kirk and Dyea. A second cold snap came on, but, 
cold or warm, it was all the same, an unbroken 
trail. When the thermometer went down to fifty 
below it was even harder to travel, for at that low 
temperature the hard frost crystals were more like 
sand grains in the resistance they offered to the 
Sled runners. The dogs had to pull harder than 
over the same snow at twenty or thirty below zero. 
Daylight increased the day’s travel to thirteen 
hours. He jealously guarded the margin he had 
gained, for he knew there were difficult stretches 
to come. 

It was not yet quite midwinter, and the turbulent 
Fift. Mile River vindicated his judgment. In many 
places it ran wide open, with precarious rim ice 
fringing it on either side.

Thus protected, a change of garments 
could be made and the wet ones dried against the 
next misadventure. 

To make matters worse, this dangerous river travel 
could not be done in the dark, and their working day 
was reduced to six hours of twilight. Every moment 
was precious, and they strove never to lose one. 
Thus, before the first hint of the coming of gray day, 
camp was broken, sled loaded, dogs harnessed and 
the two men crouched waiting over the fire. Nor did 
they make the midday halt to eat. As it was, they 
were runuing far behind their schedule, each day 
eating into the margin they had run up. There were 
days when they made fifteen miles and days when 
they made a dozen. And there was one bad stretch 
where in two days they covered nine miles, being 
compelled to turn their backs three times on the river 
and to portage sled and outfit over the mountains.

Here a hait 
of half an hour was made, while chunks of frozen 
boiled beans were thawed and the dogs were given 
au extra ration of fish.

By eleven he was 
at the foot of White Horse, and that nigh: saw him 
camped beyond the Box Canyon, the last bad river 
stretch behind him, the string of lakes before him.

Three hours were consumed in couking, 
repairing harnesses aud making and breaking camp, 
and the remaining nine hours dogs and men slept as 
if dead.

“Il Trovatore,”’ one of the most pop- 
ular of the grand operas, is one of 
Verdi's earlier works, and is of the 
very florid style characteristic of the 
6choo!l in which it belongs, when the 
dramatic phase of opera was entirely 
secondary to the vocal. In fact, text and 
score are often so at variance in mean- 
ing that only genius could couple them 
agreeably. But, nevertheless, the bril- 
liance of “Trovatore” and the charm 
of its melodies have held it in unwa- 
vering favor. 

Manrico, the minstrel, and supposed- 
ly a gipsy. loves Leonore, countess 
of Sergaste, and she is wooed also 
by Count Luna.

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FATE OF FOREST RESERVE BILL 
RESTS IN HANDS OF SENATE 


Washington, February 11.—(Special.) of land is partly soaked up, and the 


A vote on the Appalachian forest re- 
serve bill, which has twice passed the 
house, will be reached. tn the senate 
on February 165, and the fate of a cru- 
sade which has been actively waged 
for eight years wil] be settled—at least 
congtTess is concerned. 
If the senate’s decision is adverse to 
the bill, the fight will go on. 

The movement to create in the 
southern Appalachians a forest reserve 
to proteot the navigability of streams 
and the sources of water supply of 
many populous towns and cities: to 
prevent disastrous floods,‘ which de- 
stroy property and sweep the rich top 
soil of agricultural lands into the beds 
of streams; to prevent soil erosion and 
insure the continued use of harnessed 
water powers, is the object and purpose 
of the crusade, which has been waged 
with vigor and supported with the 
soundest of arguments. 

Appropriation Calls for $11,000,000. 

The measure now before the senate 
appropriates $11,000,000 to be avail- 
able within the next five years for 
the purchase of large areas of wild 
mountain land on the backbone of the 
Blue Ridge and Appalachian ranges, 
which are more valuable for forest re- 
serves than for agricultural purposes. 
Its purpose is to give practical effect 
and direction to the crusade for con- 
servation which has been conducted go 
persistently and up-to-date with so lit- 
tle effect in the southeast. 

While Uncle Sam seeks to acquire 
this territory now lying within the 
borders of various states, for the pur- 
pose of insuring the continued naviga- 
bility of streams, other results not con- 
templated in the constitutional grant 
of power over navigable streams as 
part of the general scheme of regula- 
tion of interstate commerce, are ex- 
pected to flow from the conservation 
measure under consideration.

An -interesting report, presenting 4 
vast array of valuable facts gathered 
after a three years’ exploration out 
through the territory to be affected by 
the Weeks bill, has just been publish- 
ed by the United States geological sur- 
vey. It was prepared by Professor 
Leonidas Chalmers Glenn, professor of 
geology at Vanderbilt-university. His 
field investigations were undertaken to 
gather facts as to the condition of soil 
erosion and the best methods to pre- 
vent this and allied evils, and he tra- 
versed during this time eight states— 
Georgia, Alabama, Tennessee, the Caro- 
linas, Virginia. West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania. Traveling over the hills 
from one valley to another, and noting 
what careless lumbering had already 
done in destroying timber and agri- 
cultural land, filling the streams with 
silt, and interfering with water power 
sites, Professor Gienn recorded his dis- 
coveries and impressions with great ex- 
actness, and furnishes a report that is 
a convincing argument in support of 
the pending bill. Reckless deforesta- 
tion and injudicious attempts to culti- 
vate slopes that are clearly not adapt- 
ed to agriculture has, in his opinion, 
worked havoc in many sections of the 
south. Streams have been gorged by 
flood waters that catTry everything be- 
fore them. mill ponds filled, and dams 
and bridges swept away.

safely cultivated, while other hillsides, 
no steeper, but with a different sub 
strata, were cultivated only with disas- 
trous results. 

Following up countless gaping 
chasms in steep hillaides he found them 


to date back to the operations of lum- 


bermen who snaked down logs from 
timbered hill tops. Deprived of this 
protection the hills practically 4isin- 
tegrated, and masses of gravel and 
cobblestones were scattered over fertile 
ifields below. 

Such malpractice by lumbermen had 
not only gashed the fertile earth, but 
caused bars and shallows to form in the 
streams, impeding navigation. 

According to Professor Glenn, the 
problems thus studied geologically 
must find their solution in methods that 
relate largely to forestry and agrieul- 
ture. The agricultural problem in- 
volves the selection of the areas best 
suited for agriculture because of fer- 
tility and character of soil and moder- 
ate slope of surface, and the study of 
the ways in which such areas may best 
be handled to prevent their own de- 
struction through erosion, as well as 
the destruction of other lands and 
property by the waste material they 
deposit and the floods they help to gen- 
erate. 

Much of the area isa not properly 
agricultural land and should not be 
cleared and forced into agricultural 
use, because that unnatural fore- 
ing process means quick destruction 
both of the area itself and the lower 
lying areas, but none the less inter- 
ference with navigation on the more 
remote parts of the major streams 
system. 

What Wise Forestry Means. 

The forester would protect steep 
slopes by keeping them clothed with 
timber, eoax back tree growth on de- 
nudeq areas, keep down forest firea, 
protect end perpetuate the supply of 
hard wood, protect the game and fish 
and enhance the beauty and charm of 
the region as a health and pleasure 
resort, as well as prevent the naviga- 
ble streams that flow from these 
mountains from filling up with sand 
and silt, whose removal is now cost- 
ing annually large sums of money.

EVEN PINERO ISN’T PERFECT; 
HIS NEW COMEDY NEEDS CUTTING

osition of leading English dramatist, 
inero has authorized the use of the 
runing Knife in relafion to a piece of 
is. So rare an occurrence is certainly 
worthy of mention; as a matter of fact, 
had it been less frequent in the past, 
gome of Pinero’s plays undoubtedly 
ould have benefited largely. He makes 
t his boast that he thinks out so 
thoroughly every detail and every 
movement—one might almost add, 
every gesture and every intonation of 
the voice—in connection with his pro- 
ductions before the manuscript is de- 
livered to the printer that there is ab- 


solutely nothing to be changed during 
rehearsals. This may be all right in 
theory, but there is plenty of evidence 
that it is completely wrong in prac- 
tice. Pinero possesses an extraordinary 
gift of visualizing his scenes; to con- 
tend, however, that even he can real- 
ize in his library chair all the possi- 
bilities and potentialities contained in 
a play seems absurd. There must al- 
ways be new ideas and fresh develop- 
ments suggested by the business of 
the stage which no author, however 
clever, can be expected to foresee. 

I have no hesitation in saying that 
in the case of all his recent plays 
Pinero would have acted the part of 


a prudent man had he acquiesced in

Dear Mrs. Foster: My great-great- 
grandfather, Benjamin Fitzpatrick, a 
soldier of the revolution, is buried near 
Buckhead, Morgan county. The grave 
is about a mile to the right of the 
Georgia railroad going toward Au- 
gusta. It is marked by a flat stone 
bearing his name and appropriate in- 
scription, but the fact that he was a 
revolutionary soldier does not appear, 
though we have the records for proof 
of same. We would like to have this 
marked as revolutionary soldier if you 
can find it convenient to do go.

If any doubt existed in the minds of 
the public as to the extent and genu- 
ineness of interest in this public health 
education work, the question would 
have received a very definite answer 
at the recent meeting of the above 
mentioned organizations. 

A more practical subject could hard- 
ly have been dicussed than the rela- 
tion of food to good health, food 
values, care of food in the market and 
home, etc 

Dr. Lewts M. Gaines and Dr. George 
W. Niles read excellent papers, scholar- 
lv but practical; and vigorous discus- 
sions were opened by Dr. 8. A. Visan- 
ska and Dr. E. C. Thrash, from the 
medical side, and Mesdames Robert 
Z7ahner and Burton Smith, from the 
standpoint of the women, the mothers 
and housekeepers. 

The merchants, also, were heard 
from, Mr. A. W. Farlinger making the 
point that. grocers and all men han- 
dling foodstuffs should be sufficiently 
educated in the care of their merchan- 
dise that a license might be required 
of them, any violation of our food 
ordinances being punishable by a revo- 
cation of the license. 

Dr. Visanska discussed at length the 
responsibility and culpability of a city 
council so short-sighted as to stint our 
board of health in its practical pro- 
tection of our public health. He urged 


Atlanta babies. 

Mrs. Burton Smith, in a charming 
and practical disoussion, reminded the 
public that ignorant inspectors could 
hardly be expected to intelligently en- 
force laws, the nature and necessity of 
whieh they themselves do not under- 
stand. At the best. we have but two 
inspectors for nearly one thousand 
markets and groceries—an impossible 
task for two men, however skilled. 

Mrs. Smith pleaded not only for ed- 
ucated inspectors, but that every 
housewife be_a self-constituted inspec- 
tor, and refuse to patronize shops 
where clean sanitary conditions failed 
to exist. In this way dirty dairies, 
bakeries and foodstuff stores would 
soon be run out of business. 

The subject was then open for gen- 
eral discussion; but the one subject 
that needed no discussion was the 
necessity in our midst for just such a 
series of meetings. when timely topios 
that closely concern the welfare of our 
public health may be handled by the 
wise, studied by the unwise, and the 
responsibility, {f any, placed where it 
belongs. 

The next meeting, for the discussion 
of the typhoid fiy and other disease- 
carrying insects, will be held March 
30. But it is to be hoped more com-

l. In .1732 a number of benevolent 
gentlemen of London conceived the 
idea of founding a home for the poor 
of Great Britain and a place of refuge 
for the Salzburgers and other perse- 
cuted sects of the continent of Europe. 
It was to be a model colony in which 
both slavery and rum would be pro- 
hibited. 

2. James Edward Oglethorpe, a gen-

Ogle- 
thorpe purchased from the Indians the 
titles to the lands, where he founded 
his settlements, and so long as he re- 
mained in Georgia peace prevailed be- 
tween the red man and the white. 

4. In 1802 Georgia ceded to the fed- 
eral government alJl her lands west of 
the Chattahoochee, embracing nearly 
100,000 square miles of territory, the 
greater part of the present statesfof 
Alabama and Mississippi. Thus Geor- 
gia, like Virginia, is a “Mother of 
States.”’ 

5. In April, 1776, Georgia instructed 
her delegates in congress to vote for 
independence. The signers of the 
declaration on the part of Georgia were 
Burton Gwinnett, Lyman Hall and 
George Walton. 

6. One of the most important events 
in the history of Georgia is the inven- 
| tion of the cotton gin by Eli Whitney, 
in 1794. (Helate the circumstances.) 

7. The first steamship that ever 
crossed the Atlantic ocean, though 
built in New York, was owned in Sa- 
vannah, and from that port started on 
its voyage to Liverpool in 1819. It was 
named “Savannah.” 

8. In the war between the states 
Georgia furnished ninety-four regi- 
ments and thirty-six battalions, em- 
bracing every arm of the service. The 
blood of her sons was freely poured out 
on every battlefield from: Fennsylvania 
to the Mississippi, and from the Ohio 
to the gulf, and if we include the thou- 
sands who had emigrated to the states 
west of the “Father of Water” in every 
combat throughout the bounds of the 
trans-Mississippi department of the 
southern confederacy. On Georgia’s 
soil were fought the great battles of 
Chickamauga, Resaca, New Hope 
church (a series of engagements from 
May 25 to June 4), Kennesaw mountain, 
Peachtree creek, two fierce battles at 
Atlanta (July 22 and 28), Jonesboro 
and numerous smaller engagements and 
skirmishes. Sherman’s march to the 
sea, when almost the entire military 
force of the state was absentin Virginia 
or Tennessee, scattered ruthless de- 
struction along its path, and the final 
disastrous close of the long continued 
war wrecked the hopes and fortunes of 
her people. 

9. When the United States became in- 
volved in war wth Spain, Georgia fur- 
nished three regiments for the Spanish- 
American war, and a fourth one, “Ray's 
Immunes,’ 'was made up almost én- 
tirely of Georgians. 

10. Georgia, containing in its great- 
est length from north to south, 329 
miles and nearly 4% degrees of lati- 
tnde, has great variety of soil, climate 
and productions. There are nine belts 
of climate in the United States, and 
Georgia has eight. The surface of 
northeast Georgia varies from 1,000 to 
5,000 feet above the level of the sea. 
The mountain section of Georgia is 
noted for its charming valleys. Cedar, 
Texas, Broontown and Varis valleys 
are among the most noted in north- 
west Georgia, while the fame of Na- 
choochee, in the northeast section, has 
been proclaimed in song and story. 

11. In Habersham county are found 
the falls of Toccoa, and in Rabun coun- 
ty the grand chasms and cataracts of 
Tallulah, famed far beyond the limits 
of Georgia. Toccoa creek falls 185 feet 
perpendicularly over a ledge of sand- 
stone. The falls of Tallulah by four 
i perpendicular pitches of water of frotn 
50 to 80 feet and a great many smaller 
‘cataracts, plunge downward into a 
, grand chasm, 800 feet deep 

12. Georgia today stands second only 
to Vermont as a marble state. The de- 
mand for it extends throughout the 
i: United States, and shinments have been 
i\made to Hawali. Granite of the best 
grade abounds in Georgia. The largest 
,; known deposit of this useful stone in 
the world oi found in DeKalb county, 
14 miles east of Atlanta—Stone Moun- 
tain. whch is 7 miles in circumference 
at the base.

“Stikjotvoreniva or “Poetical Pro- 
ductions,”” published under the initials 
“K, RR.” (Konstantin Romanoff), have 
run into ten editions, and some of his 
songs are sung in every peasant cabin 
from Warsaw to Viadivostock. 
His Various Themes. 

Religion, patriotism, love and 
are the themes which inspire Con- 
stantine. The last comes first. The 
grand duke has taken part in no seri- 
ous battle, but he is an industrious and 
conscientious soldier. Like Tolstoy, 
in his early years, Lermonioff, and 
other famous Russian writers, he saw 
no opposition between the sword and 
the pen. When 25 years ago he enter- 
ed the Ismailovsky Guards regiment, 
he set about the tiresome task of wean- 
ing the dissipated officers from drink 
and cards. He started a series of reg- 
imental literary soirees under the title, 
“Ismailovsky Leisure Hours,” recit- 
ed his own poems and the poems 
of others, ran critical debates and soon 
discovered that several young Officers, 
known to their comrades only for their 
dissipated ways, secretly had tastes 
like his own. 

The grand duke, 
his enterprise seriously. 
by one of his dedicatory 
announces that:

Every 12th of October, on the anniver- 
sary of the sanguinary battle of Gorni 
Dubniak, when the Turks shot down 
half the regiment’s officers, he sends it 
a commemorative ode. The odes are a 
bit stale. Much better is the grand 
duke’s production, “Dead,” an eulogy 
on a private soldier of his own com- 
pany who died after a year in the

The grand duke’s best work is lvr- 
ical. Two of his cradle songs—the 
best is one called “Moi Suinok” (“My 
Little Son”’)—are sung at every Rus- 
sian concert. The great composer, 
Tchaikowsky, a friend of Constantine, 
set six other songs to music. The best 
is ‘The Serenade.” For others music 
ras written by the late Rimsky- 
Korsakoff. The love-poems do not ring 
very truly. It is hard to associate them 
with a gigantic, middle-aged soldier, 
whose name appears daily appended to 
long-winded circulars on _ military 
schooling. Constantine never forgets 
that he is a Russian. Though half his 
poems are dated from ikItaly and 
France, he always emphasizes the vir- 
tues of patriotism; and most of his 


demand that the addressee shall remain 
“a true Russian man.” 

The religious element in the grand 
duke’s works is shown best in his long 
and ambitious poem, “Manfred Regen- 
erated,” which begins where Byron's 
Manfred leaves off. “Manfred Regen- 
erated” bears the same relation to 
“Manfred,” as the second part of 
Goethe’s “Faust” bears to the first; but 
while “Faust” redeems himself by use- 
ful work, the grand duke’s “Manfred” 
redeems himself by hia faith, hope and 
love. 
between Germans and Russians—the 
Germans believe in doing something, 
and the Russians believe only in ab- 
stract principles. 

In the World of Shades. 

The action of “Manfred Regenerated”’ 
takes place chiefly in the World of 
Shades. In the first scene the shade of 
Manfred, hovering over its forsaken 
body, sees the abbot praying for him. 
For the first time he feels that there 
is something higher and more hopeful 
than the mere earthly Knowledge and 
power for which he has sold his soul. 
Thereupon appears the shade of Aus- 
tarte. “Believe, hope and love” is her 
prescription for Manfred’s salvation. 
Manfred replies rebelliously that he 
wants salvation only on condition that 
it unites him with her. In the second 
scene Manfred sees his old servants 
digging a grave for his body, and mar- 
vels at the faith which they show in 
their conversation. His pride is broken 
and he exclaims ecstatically, “I be- 
lieve, I hope, I love.” Astarte tells 
him that he cannot find salvation by 
that alone, He must first abjure the 
last vestige of earthliness: that is, he 
must get rid of his contempt for man- 
kind, which he expresses so strongly 
in Byron’s poem, After a violent strug- 
gle he surrenders this last prejudice 
and his now regenerated soul is able 
to leave the earth. 

The powers of darkness have not 
even now given up their hope. In the 
last scené, Ahriman, the Mephistoph- 
eles of the drama, appears. It was he 
who endowed the’ man Manfred with 


he claims as payment Manfred’s soul. 
But the fact that Manfred, unaided, has 
regenerated himself deprives the de- 
mon of his power; and Manfred and 
Astarte ascend to immortal happiness. 

This ts the longest and most am- 
bitious of Constantine’s poems. At 
present the grand duke writes less 
verse and devotes himself more zea}- 
ously to military work. Once his am- 
bition was more romantic; indeed, he 
even thought of surrendering his rank 
and becoming a wandering mistrel. His 
early poems are full of sighs over the

Apart from his merits as poet. the 
grand duke is an attractive person- 
ality. He is about the only living Ro- 
manoff of whom the average Russian 
speaks with respect. An inspector of 
military schools, he is obliged: to trav- 
el constantly; and thus he is better 
known than the czar’s other relatives. 
He-is tremendously tall and strong; 
and in order to facilitate conversation 
with 10-year-old military cadets, he 
has a habit of taking these tiny sol- 
diers “by the belt and setting them on 
a table so that their heads may be 
on a level with his, He is a modern 
man, an open foe of the Byzantine spir- 
it which envelopes his cousin, the czar; 
and he brings up his children in Spar- 
tan spirit and as far as possible in 
ignorance of their rank. He is a rich 
man, and when not traveling on offi- 
cial business, he spends his time in the 
marble palace on the Neva Quay, the

The Comte de Ro- 
chambeau had the goodness to present 
me to ‘him, Too often reality falls 
far below what we have imagined to 
ourselves, and our admiration dimin- 
ishes as we perceive the object which 
had excited it. But the true General 
Washington was in absolute harmony 
with the idea’I had formed of him. His 
appearance revealed him as he was: 
simple,~ great, dignified, calm, good, 
strong; these traits were written in his 
face and in his bearing as being the 
qualities of his character. His figure 
was noble, erect; the expression of his 
features gentle, amiable; his smile 
agreeable; his manner simple without 
familiarity. He has none of the pomp of 
a general in\ one of our monarchies; 
oclaims him to be the 
hero of a republic. He inspires rather 
than commen respect, and in the 
eyes of all who surround him one can 
see true affection, absolute confidence 
in the chief upon whom they seemed toa: 
place all their reliance. General Wash- 
ington received me with kindness; he 
spoke to me of the gratitude which his 
country would preserve always toward 
the king of France for his generous 
assistance. He expressed the highest 
praise for General Rochambeau, he 
commended the bravery and discipline 
in our army, and he pronounced a few 
very flattering words about my father,

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VALUE OF VOCATION ADVISERS 
FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


By Et W. Weaver, Chairman Students’ 
Ald Committee, High School Teach- 
ers’ Association, New York. 

(Exclusive Service The Survey 

Bureau.) 

A few summers ago, while tramping 

through Dutchess county, New York, 
I saw hundreds of bushels of early 
apples going to waste. At the same 
time fruit was sold from the retail 
stands in New York city, only 60 miles 
away, at almost prohibitive prices. The 
farmer could not during the busy sea- 
to use his regular hired 
help to prepare properly for the mar- 
ket these by-products of his farm. But 
castonal help was hard to secure. But 
I knew that there were thousands of 
young people out of school for tue 
summer 
kind to earn a little for their support 
while being educated in the high 
schools and colleges. 

I was able the next season, through 
co-operation with the state department 
of gariculture, to send from the school 
where’ I taught a large number of 
pupils to farmers in the Hudson river 
counties. After eight or ten weeks’ 
work there boys came home In Septem- 
ber with from $30 to $70 cash ang the 
benefit of a summer of healthful la- 
bor with their county cousins. 

Frequently employers’ criticise the 
publie schools, saying that they do not 
turn out boys properly prepared for 
business life. ‘The boys, we often hear, 
cannot even write and spell decently 
ang lack habits of punctuality and re- 
sponsibility. I called upon one such 
complainant and found that he hired 
any boy who came along in answer to 
an advertisement and then blamed the 
school for any defidiencies he develop- 
ed. That employer since then has ap- 
plied to me whenever he needed a boy 
and every year he has been supplied 
with boys who have proved perfectly| 
satisfactory. 

Experiences such as these led to the 
forming of the students’ aid commit- 
tee of the High School Teachers’ As- 
sociation in New York. This work has 
grown in value. Superintendent Wil- 
liam H. Maxwell has recommended that 
the board of educaton ‘origanize a 
vocation or employment bureau.” “The 
special field of labor for such a bu- 
reau,” he says; “would be to bring to 
the attention of employers of labor 
the various kinds of training given in 
the public schools, to ascertain from 
principals and teachers and in some 
éases from young people themselves 
the king of work for which each is 
best suited to aid in plactng each stn-

Our 
has arrangements for plac- 
ing boys with many large employers, 
can save them from making the cost- 
mistake of taking work and with 
irresponsible firms. 

The success of a typewriting machine 
is due to the fact that the selling 
agents of the

and shown a disposition to meet chang- 
ing needs. By a carefu] study of the 
demands of the market, school authort- 
ties can meet requirements and 
save to the child the maximum amount 
of time for acquiring culture That

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MIND UNBALANCED, 
BETTIS A SUICIDE 


Park 
Mayor Kills Himself. 


Brooding Over Ill Health, the 
Acts of a Wayward Son and 
Other Troubles, Well-Known 
Citizen Leaves a Family of 


Eight. 


Freeing himself from the grasp, of 
his wife, D. G. Bettis, formerly mayor 
of College Park, despondent over fam- 
ily troubles, yesterday morning sprang 
from his bed, placed a revolver to his 
left breast and inflicted three wounds, 
from which he died almost immed!- 
ately. P 

The first bullet, after penetrating his 
body, grazed the abdomen of Mrs. Bet- 
tis as she struggled to wrench the pis- 
tol from her husband’s hands. 

The tragedy came as the climax to 
@ harassing morning, during which 
Mrs. Bettis, fearing that her husband 
intended to take his life, had used 
every means in her power to soothe 
lll-health and despon- 
dency, caused partly by worry over 
his 17-year-old son, Rooney, are given 
as the reasons for the act. 

Mr. Bettis was one of the most prom- 
inent men of College Park. Havtng 
served the community faithfully as 
ocounciiman, he was elected mayor for 
the term of 1909-10. Hle was extreme- 
ly active in all schemes for civic im- 
provement, and, being heartily in fa- 
vor of waterworks for his city, was 
largely instrumental in securing the 
recent bond issue. He was well off 
financially and was the contractor for 
homes in his community. 

Son Ran Away From Home. 

For over a month Mr. Bettis has been 
mentally unbalanced, according to a 
statement made by his daughter, Mrs. 
N. F. Collins. His son, Rooney, who 
had previously caused him no little 
ran away from home about 
that time, and Mr, Bettis brooded over 
the affair until his mind became so de- 
ranged that he believed that he had ene- 
mies who were trying to take his life. 
Haunted by these delusions he has sev- 
eral times tried to secure a revolver 
for the purpose, he said, of defending 
himself. 

A few days ago Mr. Bettis received ; 
a letter from his son, Roeney. stating | 
that he had shipped as a deck hand on 
a freighter from New York to London. 
The letter stated that he wished to 
break the contract. but could not. and 
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would be obliged to sail within a half- 
hour. 

“This is enough to drive 
crazy.’ Mr. Bettis is reported 
said upon reading the letter. 

Friday was the birthday of Rooney 
and the memory of former occasions of 
the kind seemed to affect Mr. Bettis 
most profoundly. He came to Atlanta, 
going to his office at 25 South Broad 
street, where his strange actions 
cauged comment among his business as- 
soctates. 

Wife's Suspicions Aroused.

Washington, Februa@ry i11.—In _ re- 
sponse to informal representations 
from the American government, Haiti 
has given assurances to the United 
States that the revolutionary prisoners 
at Port-au-Prince will not be sum- 
marily court-martialed and shot.

He added that he had shown 
clemency to the rebels and would 
continue to do so, though he regretted 
to see such a condition of- affairs in 
the country as had’been brought about 
by the uprising.

The consulates are crowded with refu- 
gees, and an effort is being made to 
send these to Port-au-Price.

The result has come 
a decision of Attorney General Wick- 
ersham on a question of law referred 
to him by the treasury department.

Wickersham decided that the pure food 
law held that all colored teas must be 
labeled “artificially colored. For 
some time it was a question in the en- 
forcement of the law whether these 
imported green teas came under the 
operations of the pure food act. This 
was the point which was referred to 
Attorney General Wickersham and he 
decided that they did. Hereafter all 
such collared teas must be branded. 

This decision put it up to the tea 
trade to determine whether they 
should stop dealing in the colored teas 
altogether. The question was referred 
to a board of tea experts, selected by 
the government, consisting of seven 
men prominently connected with the 
tea importing trade, two of whom are 
from New York; two from Chicago and 
one from Boston, Philadelphia and San 
Francisco. The chairman of this board 
is George Hewlett.

Montgomery, Ala, February 10.—In 
the opinion of Brooks Lawrence, su- 
perintendent of the Anti-Saloon League 
of Alabama, the passage of the Parks 
local option bill by the house of rep- 
resentatives last Thursday is a barren 
victory.

dispensaries and for the sale of Nquor 
have been effected by the legislature. 

“This being the case, even if it 
passed the senate, there is a strong 
probability that the liquor people them” 
selves will never be able to agree on 
any regulation measure, as a number 
of them will not agree to anything 
except a high lHcense and pure Jiquor 
iprovision, which the straight-out 
}liquer men are going to fight to the 
,end,”’

Tammany Men Say Question 
Now Is Whether Mrs. Shee- 
han or Mrs. Dix Shall Dazzle 
Washington With Paris Gowns 
as Wife of Next Senator. 


New York, February 11.—(Special.) 
The spirit of Paquin has become the 
occult control’® of the senatorial sit- 
uation in New York, according to gos- 
sip in Tammany Hall. The husky 
district leaders, most of whom would 
not know an empire gown from 4 
hobble skirt, declare that the question 
is no longer whether William F. Shee- 
han or someone else shall be the 
next United States senator from New 
York,. but whether Mrs. W. F. Shee 
han or Mrs. John A. Dix shall wear 
handsome Paris gowns as the wife of 
the next senator. They are forced to 
grin, these district leaders, as they 
tell the story of a womanly division 
at Albany, and relate the manner In 
which Mrs. Sheehan's costumes fired 
Mrs. Dix with ambition for her hus- 
band’s elevation to tne denate. 

“Governor Dix could be coaxed to 
accept the election as United States 
senator right now,” said one of these 
leaders, “because his wife has realized 
that a handsome and intellectual lady 
may be of more tmportance as the 
wife of a United States senator than 
as the wife of a governor.” 

Mrs. Sheehan Ordered Gowns. 

The story goes that long before the 
sturdy voters of the state had the most 
remote idea that W. F. Sheehan bad 
any. design upon the senatorial toga 
Mrs. Sheehan had been taken into her 
husband's confidence. This was long 
before the election. Mrs. Sheehan, en- 
tertaining no doubt that her husband 
could be elected to the senate if he 
wished to be, promptly ordered a num- 
ber of magnificent gowns from the 
leading Paris dressmakers.

RUSS POISONER AND' COUNT 


WILL PROBABLY BE CONVICTED 


, 
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St. Petersburg, February 11.—Dr. 
Pantchenko and Count O'Brien De 
Lacey, on trial here for alleged con- 
spiracy to kill by poisoning, will, it is 
the general opinion, both be found 
guilty and sentenced to death. Dr. 
Pantchenko is one of the most remark- 
able criminals that ever existed, ac- 
cording to the police authorities here. 
He has twice confessed to poisoning 
several wealthy persons whose reéla- 
tives wanted them removed in order to 
inherit estates. Water he retracted a 
part of these confessions. Hie says 
Count De Lacey hypnotized him, and 
then forced him to commit murder. 
Pantchenko received as high as $100,- 
000 for murdering by’ poison. Count 
O’Brien DeLacey took the witness stand 
in the proceedings against him and Dr. 


Pantchenko on the specific charge of 
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murdering Count Buturlin, and strenu- 
ously denied any complicity in the 
count’s death. In rebuttal of evidence 
previously presented to show that he 
paid Pantchenko to poison the count 
De Lacey volunteered the statement 
that he sought the doctor's services in 
a criminal operation. He was intro- 
duced to Pantchenko, who, he said, con- 
sented to perform the operation for 
$1,500. De Lacey gave him $50 down 
and promised that the remainder would 
be paid later. Letters about this re- 
mained in the possession of Pantchenko 
and Mme. Muravieff, associate of Pant- 
chenko, who began to blackmail him. 
He explained that his meetings with 
Pantchenko were occasioned either by 
business or blackmail. After the pros- 
ecutor began to question him De Lacey 
pleaded fatigue, and was allowed to 
leave the stand temporarily.

The companies holding membership in 
the American Electric Railway’ Asso- 
ciation—which is a professional and 
technical body of practical, operating 
railroad officilals—-own 26,425 miles ot 
the above-mentioned track, 66,400 cars 
and have a capitalization of two bil- 
lion six hundred and ninety-three 
million dollars. They oarry seven bil- 
lion passengers yearly, almost five 
times the population of the earth! 
These gigantic figures and their sig- 
nificance were discussed at a banquet 
given to the American Electric Rail- 
way Association by the Electric Rail- 
way Manufacturers’ Association, an af- 
fillated body, in New York the other 
evening at. the conclusion of the for- 
mer’s mid-winter meeting.
